I'.-om Gondrecourt to a member of The

Gondrecourr, Dec. 13, 131S. 


Dear Friend: 
We have done a. lot 
of traveling since 1 last wrote to you. 
JLeaving Lallans, we had u fine trip 
to Tours, and about half way there 
we were notified of a wreck and had 
to unload al our ™oods once more. 
about 400 yards up hfU and through 
sand to another train and, believe me. 
U was some Job, but wo hustled and 
did. not lose a bit or our stuff. 
We 
landed at Tours at 2 o'clock and had 
io unload a I lour goods once. more. 
Then we had a wait of four hour.-;. 
Some of the boys vi::iif:d the town. H 
is a fine place. 
We loft there at 7.30 
and landed at a place called Sur Tilln, 
•where wo gave a concert for ihe lied 
Cross. 
Wii met a la rye number <»f 
Bartry P bpys there and they were 
looking fine. 


After leavVIET there the next morn- 
ins we met lanre numbers of Algeri- 
ans. Italians and French soldiers com- 
ing from the from. 
We arrived a I 
Chauellon Sur Sein* ;tt 1 o'clock and 
marched to our new quart e-iv about 
two milt's from La dare, on u hill much 
lilghcr ihan Fort HIH. 
Of course we 


fell fine when we reached thfc top. 
\Ve were located on the estate of the 
late Duke of tturgoyne, and it is a safe 
bet. his royal "dukclets" never climbed 
those stairs. 
There was. a winding 
road leading to the easily which w:ts 
used more frequently than the stairs. 
The castle was built in the, year li'10. 
and it surely must have been a beau- 
tiful place. 
We visited a cemetery which is very 
near the castle and the keeper ex- 
plained all the interesting events con- 
nected ' with the town. 
He took us 
through what had been the bakery of i 
the castle; also the cuisine. 
Leading 
from the castle to various parts of the 
town were underground passages, un- 
der the Seine river. 
Can you imagine 
tunneling from Fort Hill to city hall 
and other important places? "Well, that 
Is about the idea of what had hap- 
pened in that plac?. 
We visited the 
sravfi of Marie Charlotte, the, woman 
who aided Napoleon in recruiting hla 
army. 
In the town them is a hand- 


some monument, erected to Josephine, 
the wife of Napoleon. 
We also went to mass at the church 
of St. Vordies. This church was built 
in the year S9S and it has been re- 
modeled and kept in tirst class condi- 
tion. 
They still keep the custom of 
the. early days at all church serx'ices;

family with eggs for breakfast every 
day and for cooking and baking pur- 
poses. When they are at the end of 
their laying season, say along next 
spring, when eggs will 
be 
cheaper, 


those not wanted for hatching small 
ehicks, may be butchered. 


It is a mistake to say that hens 


will not lay during the winter. They 
will. 
Rut the, will must be put into 


them, by selection of stock and by 
care, in feeding and bousing. Nature 
built the hen to lay only in the spring. 
The enterprising poultry man 
make? 


hens lay during1 the winter when egs; 
prices are up. 
If you start with the 


right sort of hens, or finally breed 
them into laying strains, and handle 
them right, you can persuade hens to 
lay in the coldest weather.

It would 


-he another ca'se of considering once 
more a new balance of power which 
is but another way of keeping alive 
militarism. 
We went to war main- 


ly to defeat the military ambitions 
of Germany and now that Germany 
-is vanquished, if we do not-'form a 
league of nations for the purpose of 
maintaining universal 
peace, 
Ihe 


conditions that will follow the war. 
will be in no respect belter than 
those which we fought to overthrow. 
This chief difference would be, that 
the power would rest in a different 
combination of nations. 


"Under such conditions every na- 


.tipu'of any. importance would fine 
'it necessary in self defense to adopt 
, universal military training.

nation would thus become an armed 
camp and there would be a new 
competition among the leading pow- 
ers, as there was before the war

Bear Friend: 
"We have done a lot 


of traveling since 1 last, wrote to you. 
Leaving I^eMans, we had a fine trip 
LO Tours, and about half way there 
w« werft notified of a wreck and had 
to unload al our uoods once more, 
about 400 yards up in 11 and through 
sand to another train and, believe me, 
it was some> job, hm we-, husiled snfl 
did not lose a bit of our stuff. 
We 


landed at Tours at :; o'clock nnd had 
to unload al lour sootls once more. 
Then we. had a wait of fojr hours. 
Some of the boys visiied the town. It 
i3 a fine place. 
We left there at 7.SO 


and landed at a place called Snr Tille. 
where Wo Rave a concert for the Red 
Cross.

ans, Italians and French soldiers com- 
ing from the front.

Chaitellon Sur Seine at 1 o'clock and 
marched to our new quarters about 
two miles from La Gure. on a hill much 
higher than Fort Hill.

felt fine when we reached the top. 


Wft were located on the estate of the 


late tDuke of Burgoyne, and it is a safe 
bet his royal "dukelem" never climbed 
those stairs.

^S£ prices are of much concern to 


all but i wo classes of people; 


1—Those who eat no eggs, an* 
_—Those who have hens laying eggs 


for them. 


Of these two, the latter are the bet- 


ter off, for there is no doubt about 
fresh eggs being good 
food. 


Poultry yards not only cut out of 


the family's living expenses the cost 
of eggs, hut 
reduce meat 
bills, as 


roosters and non-laying hens 
often 


may take the place of roasts, steaks 
and other high-priced meats. 


A. dozen hens carried through the 


winter will supply the average sized 
family with eggs for breakfast every 
day and for cooking and baking pur- 
poses. 
When they are at the end of 


their laying season, say along next 
spring, when eggs -will 
be 
cheaper, 


those not wanted for hatching small 
chicks, may he butchered. 


It is a mistake to say that hens 


will not lay during the winter. 
They 


will. But the will must be put into 
them, by selection of stock and by 
care in feeding and housing. 
Nature 


built the hen to lay only in the spring. 
The enterprising 
poultry man 
makes 


hens lay during the winter when egg 
price:? are. up. If you start with the 
right sort of hens, or finally breed 
them into laying strains, and handle 
them right, you can persuade hens to 
lay in the coldust- weather. A 
hen 


that won't lay during December and 
January ought to be fricasseed. 


A small poultry yard 
gives 
littl 


trouble, 
when one understands the 


hen. 
A child can do most of the work, 


in fact all. if necessary. 
The main 


thing is regularity. The hen 
needs 


daily attention. 


'A house 6 by 10 is large enough 


for a. dozen hens; the yard need not 
be more than twice that large. Al- 
most any city backyard 
is 
roomy 


enough for a dozen hens, which oughl 
to mean from four to six eggs a day.
